It is amusing to see 
that the telegram quoted by Sir l'homas 
as so laudatory of the behaviour of the 
Clyde in the recent gale, says that “in 
spite of her weight of years (she) could 
give points to more modern ships.” 
The speaker made some remarks on the 
new mail service between Brindisi and 
Egypt, and wound up by remarking 
that “to-day may be said to complete 
sixty years of this company’s history, 
and when a meeting of the company 
takes place, as, of course, it will do in 
this room unless a larger one should 
be necessary, sixty years hence, I 
sincerely trust that my official des- 
cendant will have a better state- 
ment and a better account to lay be- 
fore you than I’ have on the present 
“occasion.” In thus closing a very able 
and exhaustive speech, did Sir Thomas 
really think that in 1958 mails and 
passengers will be still transported be- 
tween England and India and the Far 
East in P. & 0. steamers ? 

Dr. Carson followed ‘the. Chairman, 
with eulogies of the: skill of the Chair- 
man and his brother ‘directors, while 
Mr. Jones was lost in admiration of 
“the quality of the marine-engine 
(sic) tliat saved tha Kaiser-i-Hind from 
disaster in a recent storm in the China 
Seas.” Neither speaker had a word 
for- the staff of the company ‘afloat. 
Mr. Jones was also anxious to know 
what would become of their fleet when 
40 knots was the ordinary speed of 
ocean steamers. The Chairman re- 
marked that P. & 0. steamers would 
then go 41 knots, a prediction that was 
received with cheers; and after the 
usual formal motions had been unani- 
mously passed, the proceedings closed.

AMERICAN VIEWS OF 
BRITISH POLICY IN CHINA. 
28th Jon, 
Tr has been obvious to everyone who 
thinks seriously on the matter that the 
United States, though they might not 
give us active assistance, must heartily 
sympathise with us in our efforts to 
prevent any material part of China’s 
territory being seized by a European 
Power and closed by preferential’ tariffs 
or otherwise to the trade of the world. 
‘The American press and some American 
politicians amuse themselves from time 
to time by twisting the Lion’s tail, and 
the excitement is kept up by articles in 
magazines with such titles as “ Why do 
Americans hate the- English?” Why 
do the English fail to appreciate the 
Americans?” etc. etc. Nevertheless, 
the feeling that prompted Commodore 
'Tatnall’s “Blood is thicker than water” 
at the Peiho in 1859 is still strong 
in the United States, and there is 
an underlying conviction that if the 
old country got into a really tight place 
aud wanted help, she would not look 
in vain for it across the Atlantic, 
Americans who have read and tra- 
velled are always ready to ackuow- 
ledge the good work that Eugland 
has done and is doing in the world, 
and the American traveller goes back 
home conscious that wherever he has 
been under the English flag he has 
been made to feel himself at home. It 
was instructive to note, at the time 
of the German Emperor's telegram to 
Kriiger, how there ran through the 
American Press, which was stirred up 
at the time about Venezuela, the senti- 
ment:. “We may have to lick the old 
country ourselves, but we're not going 
to let anyone else do it.” ‘Those whose 


memories carry them back to the|: 


Crimean war will recollect that not- 
withstanding the sentimental leaning 
towards Russia which has always existed 
in the States, the American public was 
as excited over the fall of Sebastopol as 
the British public itself. 

It is, therefore, very interesting to 
see the view taken by three repre- 
sentative’ New York journals of British 
policy in China, and the sympathy that 
should be felt with it by Americans. 
Harper's Weekly of the 18th ult. says 
in reference to the German occupation 
of Kiaochou Bay -— 

“Whether or not Russia is hostile 
to the attempt is doubtful, but. it 
may be taken for granted that if 
neither Russia nor France objects to 
the final seizure by the Germans of 
Kiaochou Bay, the attempt is another 
move in the game of the Continent of 
Europe to make Great Britain feel her 
isolation—a game in which France, if 
her Foreign Minister were as wise as he 
is clever, would not enlist. If European 
Powers are to contend for Chinese terri- 
tory, perhaps for the Chinese Empire, 
the sympathy of all who'love free go- 
vernment and justice will be with Eng- 
land, for she alone of all Europe is fit 
to rule over foreign people.” ‘The New 
York Nation writes ia-almost precisely 








the same strain on the 16th of Decem- 
ber :—“Germany has grown tired of 
watching and waiting upon the success- 
ful aggressions of others of the Powers 
in the unfortunate Middle Kingdom, 
and seeks to forestall whatever compre- 
hensive grab of its territory Russia, 
England, France, and the uew Japan 
may possibly have in contemplation. 
Aside from any question of sentiment, 
the business’ sympathy of Americans 
should be with the English in these 
gathering ‘complications in the Far East, 
‘The English alone of the various nation- 
alities concerued throw openanyacquired 
territory to the free commerce of the 
world, while the Germats, Russians, 
and French take with them everywhere 
the odious barrier of a purposely exclu- 
sive tariff.” The New York Times'of 
the 27th ult. has a leading article headed. 
“The British Lion’s Share,” so much 
to the point that we make no apology 
for quoting it in fall :— 

“We do not like Lord Salisbury’s 
timid and inactive policy in the East, 
It is not by such complacency that 
English history has been made, It is 
not as a looker-on in those times of 
change that remake the map of the 
world that she has come to be the 
powerful mother nation of grout colo- 
nies. 

“Why does she now stand a passive 
spectator of German and Russian forays 
in China, she whose eager leadership in 
the conquests of civilisation has carried 
Evglish laws aud English commerce to 
all parts of the earth? She has spread 
the gospel of industrial institutions in 
many savage lands, and showed that 
she had a wonderful fitness for the work, 
If she lets the unfit nations supplant 
her the world will be the worse for it, 

“We in the United States shall be 
the worse. Our interest iv the cutting 
tp of China is that the British lion 
shall get his share. As a matter of 
strict national morality, we must hold, 
of course, that China ought to be allowed 
to pursue her dull, hopeless career and 
enjoy her mummy civilisation unmo- 
lested. But it she is to be divided up 
by nations more progressive, as. some 
time she doubtless will be, we shall be 
better off if England gets a good part 
of the imperial estate, 

“Our geographical position and jour 
national policy, shaped at the outset, by 
the wisdom of Washington, forbid us 
to take part in the ceremony of dis- 
memberment.- The development of our 
own domain and our own resources still 
affords scope enough for our national 
energies. We need’no more territory. 
We do need more markets, Within the 
next quarter of a'century we must have 
more markets, or suffer a terrible check 
to our growth and prosperity. Bugland, 
the greatest trading nation, is our best 
customer,  ‘I'o her and.her colonies we. 
send more than one-half of our exports 
of ‘merchandise. - She is a wise aud 
open-minded trader. Her commercial 
policy invites the whole world to com- 
pete for her custom. - Our sales to her 
have hitherto been chiefly the products, 
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of the _soil—breadstuffs; provisions, 
cotton, and petroleam, © Our. natural 
advantages “for the “production of 
these have been- controlling, and we 
bave continued ‘to sell to her in 
spite of an ignorant and’ short-sighted 
tariff policy of ‘which the natural 
and’ intended, effect wonld; be the ex- 
titiction, of, foreign’ trade, relations.

Even if the facts were 
as Mr. Curzon. stated, the argument would 
havo little or no weight. One party to a 

gain often speaks of the other as astute 
and selfish in order to induce him to relax a 
little of what may be just demands. But, in 
this case, Mr. Curzon’s statement itself needs 
revision.” For example, Herr von  ltrandt, 
the former German Minister to China, has 
just published a book, entitled Three Years 
Of Bast Asian Policy — 1894-1897, aud this is 
what Herr von Brandt says of that forei 
Policy which seems to Mr. Curzon so unassail- 
ablo:—“ Of England little more can be said 
than that her policy in East Asia has been 
vacillating, and that she has only been con- 
sistent in courageously withdrawing before the 
onward pressure of Russia and France. Her 
only success, the opening up of the West 
Rivor, is the result of ten years of effort, 
‘and itis incomplete, because the river ought 
to have been opened up as far as Nanningfu, 
and a railway ought to have been made.” 

‘The present struggle for Corea is set out 
with great accuracy by the Saturday's cor- 
Fespondent in Japan. Br. R.| Sherard’s 
“Notes from Paris" are decidedly interest- 
ing. 

The Spectator, in a note, sive a brief 
sketch of the position of the Dreyfus case, 
which, as one of the telegrams we publish 
this morning shows, is very seriously 
agitating public opinion in Paris. In an- 
other note it makes a rather surprising,

Peril,’” the Spectator suggests that the 
Chinese worm may turn, and that if it 
does, ‘‘the struggle may be at least more 
protracted than any one in Berlin, or 
indeed in Europe, now expects.” There 
ate interesting articles on “The Municipal 
Problem in New York,” and on ‘the novel 
desire to persecute the Jews which is 
spreading so fast through Europe.” 

In its leadinz article on the rumoured 
changes in the British Cabinet, the World 
makes the bold statement that ‘the tasks 
which Lord Salisbury has had to undertake 
during more than two years seem now 
accomplished or on the pint of accomplish- 
ment.” It concludes its remarks by 
saying :-— 

Lord Salisbury may, perhaps, be disposed to 
lay down the ‘heavier part of the double 
burden which he now bears; and, if that is 
his desire, the moment seems opportune. The 
old problems have been solved, or are in the 
course of solving themselves; ‘but new ones 
are certain to emerge which a new Foreign 
Secretary could deal with under his direction 
perhaps more satisfactorily than he himself 
could handle them in person. . It is desirable 
sometimes to have the Prime Minister as a 
force in reserve. Asa rule, subject to ex- 
ceptions, time, cirenmstance, and person, the 
combination of the Premiership with a special 
department docs not tend to efficient 
administration. It is asif the commander-in- 
chief of an army should choose also to act as 
general of ion. The probability is that 
either the division would be 
or the direction of the combined move- 
ments of all parts of tho army would be in 
fault. This bas not happened in Lord 
Salisburs’s case. No one else could ha 
been Prime Minister in the circumstances, and 
t is difficult to see where he could have found. 
a Foreign Secretary <0 competent as himself. 
Now, however, there wre in his Government 
men trained by himself who. if he wiskes for 
relief, are fitted to succeed him. Lord Salis- 
bury might have keen a better Prime Mi 
ite had not been Foreign Secretary 
might be a better Foreign Sceretary. if he 
ceased to be Prime Minister.

The necessary cash 
for buying the steamer, however, could not 
bbe raised; 0 instead of the steamer coming 
to Ningpo, she has been bought for trade 
on the Canton river. The China Coasting 
Company have thus escaped serious com- 
petition for the time being, and it is re- 
ported that they inteud to put on an extra 
‘steamer to meet the demands of the coast 
trade, and thus keep off other boats. 
‘THE SETTLEMENT 
is receiving attention to long-needed im- 
provements, A new bund has to be made 
which will be twenty feet wide. The fresh 
water supply is also being considered, and 
it is to be hoped that the project of 
‘sinking artesian wells, both for the settle- 
ment aud native city, will be proceeded 
with at an early date. Electric light is not 
so necessary as fresh water, but it is possible 
that before long Ningpo’ will be able. to 
‘Donat of being up to date in having an electric 
plant of its own.

THE RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR. 
‘The retirement of the Russian Ambassa- 
dor, Baron..Mohienheim, who has been, 


appointed a member of the Imperial Coun- 
cil of State, is now close at hand.. His 
successor, Prince Ourossoff, Minister at 
Brussels, is to go to Petersburg next week 
and will arrive here early in the New Year. 
Baron Mohrenheim has been here thirteen 
years and hss helped to bring about a 
Wonderful change in the relations between 
France and Russia. When ke was first 
appointed, French foreizn policy, w 
direction ‘of ML. Jules Ferry, simed at 
the conciliation of Bismarck and opposed 
Russia on the ticklish question of Bulgarian 
sovereignty. From 1884 to 1886 no two 
Powers were on worse terms thaa France 
and Russia, and behold them now! Baron 
Mobrenheim’s experience ought to be of 
great value in the councils of the Empire. 
He has witnessed the fall of M. Grévy, the 
murder ot M. Carnot, the abrapt resizna- 
tion of M. Casimir-Périer, and the election 
of M. Félix Faure ; and he has negotiated 
with no less than seventeen Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs. He is said to have at first 
opposed the Franco-Russian xlliance, on 
the ground of the instability ot govern- 
ment in France, but of late years he did 
much to further the desire of the late Czar 
for the alliance. 















“LA FRONDE.’ 

Paris now rejoices ina daily newspaper 
produced entirely by women. Editor, 
leader-writers, reporters, correctors, com- 
positors, canvassers, clerks, all belong 
to the weaker sex. The experiment is an 
interesting one but I should not care to 
have any capital embarked in the enter- 
prise. The compositresses who applied to 
the directress, Madame Durand, for em- 
ployment and asked for six francs a 
day were agreeably surprised to hear 
that they were to have eight francs, 
the average wage of a male compositor, 
because the directress could not admit that 
woman ought to be paid less than a man 
for the same labour. This devotion to 
principle is very refreshing, but perhaps 
it would be better for the compositresses 
in the long ran if their employment were 
lexs remunerative and more likely to last. 
The Fronde does not seek to obtain the 
triumph of woman-over man but of woman 
over antiquated prejudices and arbitrary 
laws contrary to the equality of the sexes. 
From the ordinary reader's point of view 
it is very much like any other Paris news- 
paper, except in the amount of space devoted 
to feminist questions. There is the usual 
argumentative leader on nothing in parti- 
cular, the chronique on a topic of the day, a 
column or two of cuttings from other papers, 
a few scraps of foreign news of the day 
before yesterday, an interview or two, and 
even a column headed ‘ Sporting Notes.” 
‘The heading gives the day of the month 
in different calendars—the ordinary, the 
Republican, the Russian, and the Jewish— 
and in addition refers the reader to a Bible 
text for the day. 








THE DEATH OF ALPHONSE DAUDET. 


The terribly sudden death. of Alphonse 
Daudet has caused a most painful sensa- 
tion. The great novelist was dining with 
his family last night, when he uttered a 
sharp cry and fgll back in his chair. He 
never recovered ‘consciousness, and died 
half-an-hour later of heart disease. It 
is unn to expatiate on the great 
loss the world has sustained by his 
dexth. He may fairly claim to occupy 
the same place in relation to French litera- 
ture that Dickens held in English, -while 
his pathos was much truer and deeper and 
his humour more delicate. ‘artarin de 
Tarascon is unique.

SHANGHAI LITERARY AND 
DEBATING SOCIETY. 


‘There was a fairly good attendance on 
Wednesday evening at the meeting of the 
above Society when a paper was read: on 
“Browning” by Mr Lyall. Mr. J. P. 
Donovan, who presided, in a few Spening 
remarks referred to the fact that the two 
greatest English poets of the present 
century were undoubtedly Alfred 'T- nny- 
son and Robert Browning. ‘These two 
men were on terms of intimate friend 
ship during their lifetime, and since 
their death they had divided the aifec- 
tion and admiration of a growing circle 
of friends. Though Tennyson was a 
master of melody, his art being supreme, 
Browning was no doubt a deeper thinker, 
having a dramatic insight and vigour that 
we miss in Tennyson. Browning was 
only just becoming to be known for the 


















mighty poet he is, and some day it would 
be seen and acknowledged even ina greater 
degree than it was at present. 
therefore, fortunate in having the life and 
work of Such a man brought before us. 
Mr. Lyall was then called on to read his 
paper, which was listened to with the 
greatest interest and evidently much appre- 
ciated. We hope to publish it at an early 
date. ‘The lecturer mentioned the difficult 
task of attempting to treat such a subject 
with anything like justice in the time at 
his disposal." While bringing out the most 
points in the poems referred to, he 
rointed out how Browning was not afraid 
to ince the most difficult problems, and 
that his strong and robust faith in the 
Deity was owing to his having faced doubts 
and conquered them. Paracelsus, The Ring 
and the Book, and many of i 
poems were cited, from all of wl 
ided genius of Browning, his large 
optimism, and his belief inimmortality were 
shown. 

At the conclusion of the address a dis- 
cussion took place in which the Rev. Dr. 
Eakins, the Rev. G. H. Bondfeld, the 
Rev. EB. Box, and Mr. A. H.. Harris 
took part. The Chairman in’ closing 
the discussion said that one of the 
speakers reminded him of what had 
been said of Douglas Jerrold, who when 
reading Sordello thought he was mad 
because he could not understand it, but 
was greatly relieved t- find everyone else 
ns mad as himself. But with regard to 
the charge of obscurity, men like W. J. 
Fox, Allan Cunningham, John Stuart Mill, 
and Mr. Swinburne lad ably defended 
Browning. 
a vote of thinks to Mr. Lyall for his 
excellent paper, which was carried by ac- 
clamation. It was announced that the next 
meeting of the Society would take place on 
the 9th of February in the Municipal Hall 
when Dr. R. Cox would give a lecture on

Now, first, the piece had been chosen by 
mycelf ‘and }roposed to the Committe: 
certain persons are unable to appreciate 
Donizetti's music this does not change the 
fact that this opera, The Daughter of the 
Regiment, has been performed more than a 
thousand times in Paris alone, a city where 
they do not like bad music. If the music 
isa little better than the ‘‘critic” under- 
stands, that is more pity for tho critic 
than for Donizetti. 

Second, the opera was played by the 
A.D.C. exactly as it is always given at the 
Opéra’ Comique at Paris, without ‘any 
excisions or alterations; to say otherwise 
is to prove oneself without musical educa- 
tion. There is a difference between the 
score of the Italian opera and the French, 
as most people know. 

Third, the piece was in rehearsal first 
at the end of September, and the total 
number of rehearsals was: Principals 
jalone, 23; Chorus alone, 22; full re- 
i hearsals, with orc’ estra, 19. 

To conclude, Mr. Editor, T do not think 
that the  pinions to which I refer express 
the feeling of the Shanghai public. I have 
to: much respect fo the Shanghai public 
to believe for moment that The Daughter 
of the Regiment has not been appreciated 
as highly as it deserves. 

Tonly regrot that the artists who have 
so successfully exerted themselves have not 
received a better treatment from the Press

SERIOUS FIRE IN THE 
HARBOUR. 


‘The wooden: tug Kongnam, owned by a 
Chinese frm in Hongkew, caught fire and 





was almost totally destroyed early on Tues- 
day morning. 

Phe Kongnam was moored alongside 
another tug, the Tai-on, off Boyds’ yard, 
and at about 2.30 a.m, she was discovered to 
beon fire in the bunkers. The master, Capt. 
Davey, was on shore nt the time and the 
native crew cast her adrift and abandoned 
her, all hands proceeding on board the 
Tai-on, She drifted up stream with’ the 
tide and took the ground on Pootung 
Point, where she fortunately remained 
fast. ‘The River Police and a party from 
ELMS, Pique immediately went alongside 
and she was moored with two anchors, 
‘one being carried well up on the shore 
to keep her stern from swinging out. 
The Pique's mon brought a force pump 
alongside and rendered invaluable ass 
ance in subduing the flames. ‘The Muni- 
cipul fire float was also moored alongside 
of the burning vessel and it. was not 
long bofore tho flames showed signs of 
abating. ‘The whole fore part of the vessel 
fas far aft as the engine room was com- 

letely gutted, all the fittings, stores, etc., 
Being totally ‘destroyed. When the flood 

ssterdny afternoon the weight 
which had been pumped into 
her and the coal which had been washed 
over to the port side hel! her down, as she 
ny at an angle of about forty degrees, 
until the water obtained access to the hold 
through the burnt deck and nt high water 
the port side of the deck was awash. ‘Tho 
amount of the damnge and the insurance, 
if any, are not yet known.

| BX MEMORIAM. 

Much hias been said and written at home 
in memory of our lamentéd friend, Dr. 
Legye, and all concur in expression of high 
regnrd for his lifo and character. Wo are, of 
course, expecting a comprehensive review 
from Hongkong of what ho was, and what 
he did there for so many years, as o 
Christian Minister, as a Missionary, and as 
a Chinese scholar. Our notice ‘on the 

resent occasion is necessarily of a limited 
Find, and confined to his labours. in the 
latter point of view. In this rospoct he i 
the property of all, and may well be referred 
to by us, though at a distance from his 
sphero of labour. 

On looking at the Inrge sories of works 
which he published from time to time, we 
e amazed at their amount, variety, and, 
wo may truly say, their high standard of 
excellence. They’ are all bearing on 
China, its language and literature, and in 
those ‘departments which specially related 
to, and most faithfully described, the 
history of the country in ancient times, its 
learning and philosophy in those days, and 
the practical lessons to be gathered from the 
whole, with a view to ascertain the actual 
condition of China in its most important 
aspects, as founded chiefly on its classic 
Titerature, which has exerted an unbound- 
ed xnd uniform influence all the ages 
through in making China what it is. 

Dr. Legge has nobly ‘sustained his Mis- 
sionsty name and character in devoting 























himself as. he has done to this line of 
labour. He rightly disclaims all selfish 
considerations in the matter. His one 
overpowering motive has been to unfold 
tothe world the real status and position of 
China in an intellectual xnd_moral poi 
of view, and the elements of which it is 
composed, with the means by which it has 
been mainly brought about. In doing 
so he has had especially in mind his 
Missionary brethren, whom he was anxious 
to assist in their study of the Chinese 
Classies, so that they might form a correct 
estimate of their character and meaning, 
and be thus better qualified for carrying on 
the work in which they are engaged. On 
the necessity and utility of this, there can 
he but one opinion, and no man was better 
fitted for this great and arduous under- 
taking than he whom we are now called to 
memorise. He seems to have been im- 
pelled to do it, and circumstances favoured 
the object in a high degree, that even long 
before his life came to a close, he was able 
to say—the work is done. 

Tis an impressive sight which one is led 
to take of the long series of Chinese 
lassics, which in a translated form, he 
has left as a legacy to the world aud to his 
Missionary “brethren. ‘The manner in 
which the work has bee: done is in every 
respect highly to his credit as a distin- 
guished Chinese scholar. He has not done 
itin a careless, hasty, or perfunctory way. 
He has shown the utwost fidelity ia the 
matter of literal translation of the text 
throughout these numerous volumes, 
forming, in short, the whole of tho 
Chinese bibliography which he set him- 
self to accomplish, and not only so, 
he has added notes and prolegomena on 
the far-reaching topics suggested by the 
various books, and requiring a minute 
and extended ‘scquaintance wita Chinese 
literature. He has done all this in a most 
faithful spirit. While not hesitating to 
express his own opinions on a number of 
points bearing on the authenticity and 
genuineness of the works, and the meaning 
of different passages, he has referred to 
the orthodox authorities on the subject, 
and given them all due respect, even when 
led to controvert their views and maintain 
his own. As to-the style of the translations, 
there las been no attempt on his part to 
adopt a form which might be more in accord- 
ance with the present mode of philosophic 
Innguage. He has been remonstrated with 
on this ground, but he has wise'y abstained 
from it, and Kept himself to xs close and 
literal x style of rendering as possible. In 
this way he has kept to the exact sense of 
the original, and all readers are thereby 
indebted to him for having a clear and 
definite and faithful idea of the toxt placed 
before them. from which they may form 
their conceptions of the Chinese mind on 
the subject in hand. And here we do not 
hesitate to say that the careful study of 
these volumes in the translations furnished 
by Dr. Legge, will often awaken tho 
surprise and admiration of the student, at 
the profound thought, the beautiful senti- 
ment, and the moral, social, and politied 
insight presented by the text, aptly ex- 
pressed by the translator, and readily 
accounting for the high appreciation of 
these tenchings of their ancient sages, and 
the standard of learning and civilisati 
characterising the empire at larg: 

We can ouly add in_ memo 
esteemed and honoured friend that these 
works which he has left behind, and which 
have long been in the hands of ‘students at 
home and abroad, place him foremost in 
the vantage ground of Chinese scholars. 
He was facile princens in his own depart- 
ment, aud in his lifetime he bas won the 
Crown of Honour to which he was entitled, 
and he will long be remembered and 
thanked by many fo whom his works will 
be a treasure in the prosecution of their 
Chinese studies and the Missionary labours 
in.-which they are engaged.

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‘THE DREYFUS CASE. 


(Translated for the North-China Daily News 


| from the Copenhagen “*Politikin” of the 28th — 


of November, 1897.) 

Paul Clémenceau, who arrived at Copen- 
hagen yesterday from Christiania on his 
way to Paris, is a brother of the well-known 
editor of La Justice and_s school-fellow of 
Cuptain Dreyfus. Paul Clémenceau’s namo 
has several times been mentioned by the 
French papers in connection with the 
Dreyfus case, and an interview with him 
was thus. of more than ordinary intereat. 
M. Clémenceau said: ‘I know Dreyfus 
as well as two men know ea 
when they have been seated si 
side in the school-room of St. Barbe 
for five years. I know him even better 
than the others of our class-mates 
cirounstances made ua friends ly 
age, and this friendship hay Ixsted until 
this very day. Ax a boy Dreyfus had not 
many friends. He was so horribly bad- 
looking, that everybody felt aversion to- 
wards him. The mouth was big and 
sheopish-looking, the nose crooked, he had 
‘an unsteady glance in his eyes, and tho 
ved-complexioned face was. surrounded by 
thin light-coloured hair. ‘The achool-boys 
always used to tease him. 
powerful fellow and could have fought any 
of us, but he proferred to take his revenge 
ju a different way. Besides boing ve 
hard-working, nature had gifted him wit 
‘an extraordinary intelligence, and these 
s combined ulways made him the firaé 
in tho class, 

“The teachers did not like him either, 
and always required more of him than of 
anybody else, but in spite of that, he was 
No. 1 at every examination, and on such 
days he enjoyed his triumph. 

“ When we were eighteen years of age our 
ways parted. He went to ilitary 
college and I continued my studies as @ 
polytechnician. 

“ In spite of this separation we continued 
to be friends. In Paris we occasionally 
met each other, and as it happened that 
Twas a manufacturer of arms, we hada 
matual interest, which made us still better 
acquainted. On account of his eminent 
xbility he was transferred to the Staff, and 
his interest in the construction of arms 
yrow with every progress and: invention, 
‘Though myself a professional he very often 
astonished me by the extent of his know- 
ledge. He was well acquainted with 
English and German technical literature, 
and when we met in the strects, we 
could walk about for hours absorbed i 
technical military questions. In this part 
cular domain he was absolutely a scientist. 

“ We both married and he rented a house 
in the Quartier Marboouf, the very samo 
house where his wife is now living in, 
anxiety and excitement. Oa the day he had 
rented this house I met him in the Rue 
Royale, and during our conversation he ex- 
pressed the desire that our wives sould be 
acquainted in wrder that we might renew 
our relations of former days, but 
this never was carried out. Once on a 
walk my wife and.I met Dreyfus; I 
introduced him to her, and afterward asked 
her to invite him to.our house, but my
